MERCHANTS AND MECHANICS. 


THE MERCHANTS. 
THEY ORGANIZE TO GET AN HONEST ELECTION. 


A meeting of merchants without distinction of 
party was held at the Palmer House yesterday 
afternoon, to consider the necessity and proprie- 
ty of calling a mass-meeting of the merchants of 
this city to take such action as may be deemed 
advisable to protect the purity of the ballot- ox 
at the ensuing election. The meeting was held 
in obedience to a call issued Monday, and signed

Among those present were H. Sayrs, Mr. Al- 
drich, C. M. Henderson, Charles Cloyes, C. P. 
Kellogg, G. S. Iugraham, Mr. Corbin, Isaac Har- 
mon, Mr. Collins, Mr. Briggs, S. Downer, J. M. 
Wright, S. Blies, Mr. Marstoo, E. Keith, James 
Forsyth, D. B. Fiske, James McKindley, H. W. 
Dudley, M. D. Wells, Mr. McAuley, and many 
others. The proceedings were not protracted, 
the speeches briefand tothe point, and the 
resolution adopted unanimously. Those who as- 
sembled met for busicess, disposed of it speedi- 
ly and decidedly, and adjourned. 

HENRY SAYRS, 
of the firm of Sayrs, Thompson & Co., was called to 
preside, H. W. Dudley officiating as Secretary, and W. 
Aldrich elected Treasurer. On taking the chair, Mr. 
Sayrs briefly thanked the assembly for the honor, and 
3 to review the call issued for the meeting. 
he action of the County Commissioners in refusing 
the opposition to what is known as the Opposition par- 
ty the privilege of selecting a reasonable number of 
judges at the coming election was the basis of dispute, 
There were, he said, some 270 of the judges belonging 
to the Opposition 2 and very many of these were 
unscrupulous in racter, while the opposing party 
or parties were allowed but about thirty, many of 
whom were almost unknown in the party to which it 
is said they belonged. And besides, these few were 
located in places where they were the least necessary. 
Now, it was well known that there was between the 
Opposition party, and the Republican party, and the 
Keeiey faction, and all other factions or parties, a 
dispute which was precisely this: Two men 
having a dispute, agree to leave the decision to an ar- 
bitrator. Would it be reasonable for either one of the 
disputants to insist on having the sole appointment of 
the arbitrator? The action of the unty Board 
looked, he said, like attempted fraud. He would 
charge fraud upon no one man, nor any party of men, 
but he would not besitate to assert that their actions 
looked like premeditated frauds. It was the duty of 
tax-payers to guard against this fraud, and the time 
to begin was when it wae in ite incipiency. If that 
could not be done, the people would have no liberties, 
po privileges, nor a particle of control over office- 
holders. Suppose this thing went on from year to 
year, what would property be worth, what business 
would thrive? What would city bondsbe worth under 
such a state of affaires? In his opinion it was the 
duty of the merchants of this city to take 
interest in city affairs, especially when 
of affairs was as low as at 
present. Not one of the g@miemen present, he ven- 
tured to assert, knew where the taxes were going. 
He had been reliably informed that already the city’s 
credit was going to pieces, so much so that when they 
wanted to borrow some money some time ago in New 
York they had some difficulty in obtaining it. The 
merchants were not to meet as „ nor as poli- 
ticians of any stripe or color, but as business men to 
conduct the election in a business-like manner. The 
polls, he maintained, must be protected at any price, 
and the purity of the ballot-box preserved from ruth- 
less hands, To himself, and he believed the meeting 
also, it was not a mere question of Hesing, Keeley, or 
Huck, but a question as to the fairness of the election. 
He wanted to see the best man get the office, and the 
best man was always the one who got the most honest 


votes.

The Chairman called attention to the fact that the 
next County Treasurer had control of the city and 
county funds both, and 2 cal wan might be able 
to clear about §40,0.0, The County Treasurer was 
obliged to give bonds subject to the approval of the 
County Vommissioners, but it was probable that 
such bonds as they would approve, would be worth a 
cent should it be necessary to fall back upon these 
bonds in the event of the Treasurer falling short. 
He then cited the fact that a former defaulting City 
Treasurer’s bonds were almost if not entirely useless, 

Mr. Henderson apologized for bri Mr. Hesing’s 
name forward in a meeting which no political in- 
clinations whatever, and added that he had only 
taken Mr. Hesing’s name, as he was at the head of the 
ticket and necessarily the leader of 
party.

Mr. Henderson suggested McOormick Hall, on ac- 
count of its size, and was met with some objection, 
chiefly on account of its distance from the centre of 
the city. 

Mr. Barten moved that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to arrange the time and place of hol the 
meeting, and to make all arrangements for spea 
etc, He proposed Mr. Sayrs for the Chairman of such 
a committee. 

Mr. Sayrs declined, and Ald, Jesse Spalding was de- 
signpated as Chairmen, The Chair then appointed 
Mesers.

THE MECHANICS. 
NOTHING TO DO WITH HESING. 

A mase-meeting of the mechanics of Chicago 
was held last evening ia the South Side Turner 
Hall, atthe corner of Van. Buren and Clark 
streets, and turued out to be one of the strongest 
gatherings of the campaign. It was addressed 
in turn by prominent Republicans and Demo- 
crats, and by two candidates for the principal 
office on the ticket, and there were even calis for 
the third. The hall was filled to overflowing 
with an audience mainly or wholly composed of 
stooecutters aod workingmen of other trades, 
and the excitement at times rau higb. 

Mr. R. F. Wilson, Chairman of the meeting, 
called it to order about 8 o’ciock, and explained 
that the object of the gathering was to give voice 
to the feeling of the stone-cutters at the action 
of Mr. Hesing in favoring the use of convict 
labor in cutting the stone for the Court-House.

SPRINGFIELD, UL, Oct. 26.—Judge Zane, of 
the Circnit Court, to-day rendered his decision 
in a case brought by property-owners on Madi- 
son street against the Ohio & Mississippi and 
the Gilman & Clinton Railroads for obstructing 
the streets, keeping cars filled with live stock 
standing on their tracks, and other annoy- 
ances, mjuring the value of i property. 
The Court held that if, in the construction 
of the roads, the property-owners were 
damaged or injared, the roads are re- 
sponsible to the same extent that an indi- 
vidual would be under the same cireum- 


stances ; that a city has no more power over its streets 
than an individual has over his own land, and it ean- 
not, under the plea of public convenience, be permit- 

to exercise that dominion to the injury of an- 
other's cty ina — that would render an in- 
dividual responsible in damages without being re- 
sponsible itself. The lew that protects the citizen 
from the eggreasivns of another citizen must protect 
from similar aggressions on the part of corporations. 
The Court held that the acts of the Receiver were not 
the acts of the corporation, and, as to grievances al- 
leged to have been committed while the rosd was in 
the hands of the Receiver, the railroad company was 


not liable.

EPIZOOTICS. 


AN ALARMING HOG-DISEASE. 
Sreciai Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune, 

ric, II., Oct, 26.—The Whig to-day bas a 
special from Canton, No. which states that a 
hog-disease has broken out iu that vicinity to s 
very serious extent. Pork packers and dealers 
who have returned from in the country report 
that in some portions half the hogs must have 
already died. Joseph Bland, residing 3 miles 
out of Canton, bas lost seventy ; Julius Moore, 
out of a flock of twenty, has only one left ; Mid- 
dleton Morrow, out of a flock of fifty, has only 
eight left. Everywhere to the west of 
Canton and into Clark and Marion Oounties the 
disease is playing havoc with the crop. 
Its attacks, thus far, have been among the 
younger hogs and not so much among those now 
being fat though much loss has occurred. 
The work of destruction is quick. One man 
mentions as an example that he had fed a fine 
fat hog in the morning, when it appeared well, 
and at 10 o'clock it was dead. Dealers report 
that the opinion appears to be general among 
the farmers that the disease is rapidly spreading, 
and will probably continue to spread, The at- 
tack is not like that of hog 8 
lis flrst to 4 
backing cough, soon becomes 
continuous and distressing, and the hog at last 
dies fromfeomething like strangulation. Farm- 
ers profess to have made rude post-mortem ex- 
aminations, and some locate the difficulty en- 
tirely in the lungs, while others think they find 
it in the glands of the throat. in one instance 
a hog was found to have its intestines full of 
worms, while the flesh was found full of trich- 
inw. Should the disease become general, it 
must seriously affect the hog market.

If Mr. Joszru Mont then 
considered the County Treasurership a legitimate poul- 
tice for wounds caused by the great fire, why should 
he now deem it an illegitimate one? 

Mr. Hsm makes several misstatements in 
the foregoing. He has no personal knowl- 
edge of what he affirms, as he was not in the 
United States at the time the PFire-Proof 
Ticket was made up and placed before the 
voters. The facts are these, according to the 
record: The city and county ticket of 1871 
was produced by the joint action of the Re- 
publican and Democratic Central Committees. 
There was a general feeling that party nom- 
inations should not be made in the face of 
the awful calamity which had befallen 
the city. publican Central Committee 
held a meeting in the High-School Building 
about ten or twelve days after the fire to 
consider the advisability of calling a party 
convention. They invited a large number of 
leading Republicans to meet with them for 
consultation. The editor of Taz Trisunz 
was present by invitation at this preliminary 
emeeting. The names of no candidates were 
mentioned or canvassed on that occasion; 
and he was present at no other meeting of 
the Central Committee, at any meeting 
of the Fire-Proof Commi P 

It was agreed by the fespective Central 
Committees of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties not to call party conventions, but 
to nominate a Union ticket, to be composed 
both of Republicans and Democrats. In the 
division of the places on this Union ticket 
the Democrats claimed the right to designate 
the candidate for City Treasurer, which was 
conceded by the Republican Central Commit- 
tee, and they presented the name of D. A.

The next day, Oct. 25, the same Com- 
mittee met and reconsidered the nomination 
of Mr. Ham (on the ground that he was al- 
ready holding a good oflice), by a vote of 11 
ayes to 8 noes, and then substituted the 
name of Mr. Par, Wapsworts by 9 votes for 
him to 5 for Merzex, and 2 for Jona 8. 
Romsry. On Oct. 27, the Republican Cen- 
tral Committee held another meeting, at 
which Mr. Brarxanp, of Evanston, moved to 
reconsider the nomination of Mr. Was- 
worth and substitute that of Mr. Rumsey, 
which was seconded dy Mr. McCrea. Both 
gentlemen made speeches in his behalf, and 
represented that the members of the Board 
of Trade and merchants generally desired bis 
nomination. The motion prevailed by 9 ayes 
to 6 noes, and Mr. Rumsxy’s name was placed 
on the Union ticket for County Treasurer.

A BANERUPT BARBARIAN. 

If there were an international Bankruptcy 

Court, one of the cases on its calendar would 

English Fools us. The Sublime Porte.” 


2 Porte would be adjudicated a bankrupt, 


and his assets of rusty iron-clads, inconven- 
ient palaces, and multitudinous harems would 
be sold for the benefit of those fools who 
have parted with their money. But the 
Court has no existence, and Turkey will re- 
pudiate part of her debt in peace. The 
Mexican fiasco has tamed Engiish ardor for 
enforcing the payment of bonds by soldiery 
and cannon, and, too, no amount of force 
could wring enough of wealth out of what 
was once the richest country in the world 
to pay the comparatively small debt of $900,- 
000,000 which Turkey now owes. The country 
is ruined. The starving peasant sees two- 
thirds of his crop torn from him by the tax- 
gatherer. The merchant hides his wealth in 
order to escape legalized robbery. The 
spendthrift libertine on the throne wallows in 
costly debauchery and rules a race of brutish 
slaves. The Turk insults Europe by his 
presence. Europe has herself to thank for 
the Insult. If the blood and treasure spent 
for the sake of a false idea in Crimean cam- 
paigns had been saved, Russia or Austria 
would now stretch to the Bosphorus. The 
war which kept European Turkey in exist- 
ence led to her present debt, so that Chris- 
tendom has itself to thank, too, for the pleas- 
ure of being plundered. The Ai\l- 
lied Powers suggested the advisabil- 
ity of developing the resources of 
the country and of raising loans for that 
purpose. The hint was quickly taken. Rais- 
ing money by taxation was hard; borrowing 
was easy. In 1854 the Porte got £3,000,000. 
Within these twenty years fourteen series of 
Turkisb bonds have been put upon the mar- 
ket. Their aggregate is £180,000,000. This 
is what the nation, or the despot at the head 
of it, owes. His predecessors used to cheat 
their own subjects by debasing the coin and 
issuing imconvertible paper-currency. He 
has extended his operations, and cheated 
Christendom. A few months ago the Turk- 
ish Government could get only 434 per cent 
for 5-per-cent bonds. Then it had to borrow 
money at 18 per cent to pay interest. Then 
came the crash. The Ottoman securities fell 
headlong at the announcement that half the 
interest was to be paid in new bonds. In 
fact, they have not stopped going down yet. 
They are apparently on their way to the bot- 
tom of a bottomless pit. If the country 
could be put into the hands of a Receiver 
and its affairs honestly administered, the 
possible revenue would pay the running ex- 
penses of the Government. and the interest of 
the debt. But this isa dream. The Sultan 
will remain in power, will spend a tenth of 
the revenue on his own sensual pleasures, 
and will soon probably complete the repudia- 
tion which he has just begun. The barbarian 
is a bankrupt. 
EXIT THOMAS JEFFERSON. 

The Jeffersonian Club has laid down its 
troubled, wearied life. It yesterday tied up 
its name and its constitution in a hand- 
kerchief and deposited them with the bar- 
keeper at The Store,” and, taking a drink, 
died. As an inodorous body it will exist no 
more. Even Cnamr Rur will not claim 
for it the promise of a resurrection according 
to the Greek version. 

The organization sought to be respectable, 
but seems to have had no constituency. It 
was head without body. It had a short life. 
Taking the name of the Sage of Monticello, 
it proposed to reorganize the Democratic 
party on the Jeffersonian principle of hon- 
esty, fidelity, and capacity in all officeholders, 
and forthwith discovered that, in reorganiz- 
ing the Democratic party, it had left the 
Democratic party out. It was a sick- 
ly organization from the beginning. Its 
aims were above the comprehension of 
those it was intended the Club should gov- 
ern. It struggled along for a while, and yes- 
terday was snuffed out of existence by the 
Hrsrxo Foreign Know-Nothing alliance. 

Professing to discard the corruptions of 
the primary meeting, the Jeffersonians ap- 
pointed picked delegates to the Convention, 
and the picked Convention, turning its back 
upon Jerrzsson and Jackson, voted to sup- 
port Mr. Hestne and the other nominees of 
the mob, and then the Jeffersonians expired. 

There may be some talk hereafter of re- 
viving the Club, but the thing cannot be dis- 
turbed without stinking. It has forfeited 
public respect and public confidence. It has 
lost even its own claim to respectability. It 
has proven its own weakness and corrupti- 
bility. It has shown how faint the line 
which separates the weak man from the 
knave, aud how powerless the few who 
strive to be honest when opposed by the 
seductions of public plunder.

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THE BALLOT-BOX OUTRAGE. 

The Board of County Commissioners has 
confessed its purpose to defraud the people 
of this city and county at the forthcoming 
election by refusing to allow the Republicans 
representation at the polls. Their refusal is 
a deliberate and unblushing announcementof 
their intention to stuff the ballot-boxes and 
elect the Devil-Fish ticket by substituting 
stuffed boxes for the real ones, by the use of 
repeaters, and by counting up majorities suf- 
ficient to overcome the majorities of the Re- 
publican wards and towns.

STUFFING THE PALLOT-BOXES. 

We desire to direct public attention to the 
following extract from the proceedings of 
the County Board on Monday, as a new and 
striking evidence of the purpose to stuff the 
ballot-boxes at the approaching election : 


A communication was also read from the County 
Clerk asking for twenty-four new bailot-boxes, 

Commissioner CLHOUak wanted to knowif the City 
Clerk knew what had become of the old ones, 

Gen. Lizz, being present, responded that the law 
gave the boxes into the hands of the judges of elec- 
tion, and that he had not been able to secure the re- 
turn of many of them, and had ordered new ones 
made. 

Commissioner Clove inquired if the Clerk did not 
know who had the missing boxes, and whether he 
would know the old boxes, if they were returned, from 
any marks upon them. 

Gen, Lizz replied that many of the bores had been 
in the hands of the judges before he came into office, 
ete, 

The communication was finally referred to the Pub- 
lic Service Committee, with instructions to act at once, 

This means, of course, that the new ballot- 
boxes will be ordered, and it forecasts a 
strong likelihood that not twenty-four but 
forty-eight or one hundred boxes will be pro- 
vided, and that there will be duplicates of 
the boxes used in certain wards. It is be- 
lieved that it was by means of duplicatidh 
that some of the stuffing in the charter elec- 
tion was accomplished. That is, there were 
exact counterfeits of the boxes used at some 
of the polls; the counterfeits were filled with 
ballots for the charter in enormous excess 
over those against the charter, and also over 
the actual number of votes cast; the counter- 
feit boxes were then substituted for the 
genuine boxes which contained the vote as 
actually cast. It is known that two of the 
ballot-boxes had been stolen, and they were 
evidently stolen to serve as counterfeits. 
There could have been no other purpose for 


stealing them, and the result of the charter. 


election justifies the supposition that they 
were so used. 

Now, what reasonable purpose is there in 
demanding new ballot-boxes at this time? 
The full number needed is not asked for, so 
it is evidently not the intention to substitute 
new ballot-boxes all around in order to avoid 
the changing of counterfeits for the genuine. 
Only twenty-four are asked for. Why does 
not the County Clerk send to the City Clerk 
to whom he loaned twenty boxes for the 
charter election, and which are supposed to 
be locked up in the vaults of the City Clerk’s 
office? It is the duty of the City Clerk to 
return the boxes he borrowed, and we pre- 
sume he is prepared to do so on demand. 

After the refusal of the County Board to 
appoint one Republican representative on 
each Election Board, such action as that 
taken with reference to the new and additional 
ballot-boxes must be regarded with the great- 
est suspicion. Mr. Crovem evidently had 
reason to believe that the proposition con- 
cealed some rascality by the close questioning 
to which he subjected it. We do not suppose 
there is anything to prevent the seheme be- 
ing carried out. The managers of the Hsm 
campaign have become utterly shameless and 
reckless. All that can be done is for the Re- 
publicans to increase their vigilance on ac- 
count of this new warning, and to provide 
every safeguard that the law and personal 
courage suggest. It is a situation in which 
they must protect themselves to the utmost 
of their strength and by every means at their 
command. 


WILHELM AND VITTORIO. 
The visit of the Emperor WIA of Ger- 
many to King Victron Emanven of Italy is 
an event of more than slight significance. 


German Emperors have often before in olde 


times visited Italian soil, but they have come 
armed, have marked their journey by burn- 
ing towns, ravaged fields, and murdered men, 
and have left behind them bitter resentment 
and enduring wounds. Their flags have 
waved over blood-stained battle-fields. The 
banners which were displayed during this 
last visit were hung out in glad greeting of 
a friend. The Emperor met his Royal host 
in the very city—Milan—which Barsanossa, 
another German Emperor, once razed to 
the ground, leaving only a single church 
to mark .the site where Milan had 
been. He took nearly the same route 
to Italy as that pursued by another Ger- 
man leader, ArrA, who returned the earlier 
visits of Jutivus Cin to the ‘‘ cloacina 
gentium,” and cut a broad swath of destruc- 
tion through the fertile Valley of the Po and all 
the way to Rome. It was in Milan that the Ger- 
man Emperors were once crowned with the 
iron crown of Lombardy. Milan was their 
point dappui in their Italian campaigns. 
And now this city is the host of the Emperor 
of anew Germany and the King of a new 
Italy. Thirty years ago, Italy was passionate- 
ly chanting the famous refrain, Von vogii- 
am Tedeschi” — We will not have the Ger- 
mans.” But Germany then meant Austria. 
Now it means Prussia, the Prussia which con- 
quered Austria at Sadowaand gave Venice to It- 
aly, which conquered at Sedan and gave Rome 
to Italy, and which has since conquered, in lit- 
erature, science, and theology, every Ital- 
ian student outside of the pale of the 
priesthord. The old feeling of hate and 
dread is dead. There is even a certain senti- 
mental tie between the two countries. But 
the tie is not yet strong. The disclosures of 
La Manon book of last year show how 
near Italy came to taking the side of France 
in the very warin which the French defeat 
made Vicron Emanvet King of all Italy, 
from the Alps to the Adriatic, with Rome for 
his capital city. German philosophy and the- 
ology rule supreme on Italian soil, or rather 
in Italian minds, but the old repugnance be- 


allowing Austria to carve u slice out of Italy, 
would any “friendship” hold him back? 


WII and Vicror 
may well have smiled over beer-mug and 
wine-glass while Italy rejoiced in their meet- 
ing as a guarantee of permanent good will. 
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Tue Tumor has already announced in its 
telegraphic columns the excommunication by 
the Pope of Jomn Ruxen, the newly-elected 
Jansenist Bishop of Haarlem, also of Arch- 
bishop Heyrcamps, who consecrated him, and 
all who took part in the ceremony. The ex- 
communication of the Jansenist Bishops and 


Archbishops is nothing new. It ia a prerog- 
ative which the Pope regularly exercises, and 
the Jansenists regulariy endure with serenity. 
While he goes on excommaunicating they go 
on ordaining, and the process will probably 
last until the end of time. The Jansenists 
date back to 1621, when Conxtros JansEenivs, 
Bishop of Ypres, believing that the Catholic 
Church had departed from the doctrines of 
the old Church, especially as regarded 
the Augustinian doctrine of irresistible 
grace. and absolute election, effected 
a successful “schism which has been main- 
tained to this day. They have maintained 
their hierarchical organization in Holland 
notwithstanding the opposition of the Vati- 
can, while in other European countries many 
of them have yielded to the Papal bulls 
which have been hurled at them. In 1723, 
the Archbishop of Utrecht was consecrated 
by the Bishop of Bebylon, a French Bishop 
in partiius, who was hiding as a fugitive 
in Amsterdam. In 1873, the Bishop of De- 
venter, then the only surviving Jansenist 
Bishop, consecrated the first Old Catholic 
Bishop of Germany, and in 1874 the Jan- 
senist Church of Utrecht, numbering 5,000, 
joined them. The attitude of the Jansenists 
towards the Holy See is, in point of fact, 
almost identical with that of the Old Cath- 
olies.

VIRGINIA CITY, NEV. 
A FEARFUL VISITATION. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 26.—A great fire is 
now raging in Virginia City, Nev. It broke out 
early this morning. Six or seven blocks have 
already been destroyed. The office of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph and the railroad depot have 
been burned. 

LATER. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 26.—Owing to the 
destruction of the telegraph oflice and the press 
of private dispatcbes over the lines, it has been 
difficult to obtain any connected information 
concerpving the Virginia fire. The following, 
however, is undoubtedly correct as far as it 
Koen: 

The fire broke out about daylight in a dwelling 
on A street, near Taylor, a point at about the 
southwestern limit of the business aad’ thickly- 
settled portion of the city. It spread 
rapidly, extending eastward towards the ravine 
in which are situated the works and mills 
of several prominent mmes. Reaching as far 
as F street northward, the flames crossed Union 
and Sutton streets, covering a space of about 
ten blocks, comprising, in the words of one dis- 
pateh, almost 

EVERY DECENT BUILDING IN TOWN. 

As the fire worked up U street, the offices of the 
Territorial Enterprise and Chroni@fe were de- 
stroyed. Piper's Opera-House 
flames, and it became evident that the railroad- 
depot and hoisting-works of the Consolidated 
Virginia were in danger. The water-supply was 
inadequate, and the engines of little use. Re- 
course was bad to blowing up buildings. It was 
too late, however, andin a few miputes the de- 
pot and hoisting works were on fire. The latter 
were recently completed at an expense of sey- 
eral hundred thousand dollars, and were the 
finest on the Comstock Lode. 

Continuing to the north and east, the partially 
completed mill of the California mine and the 
Consolidated Virginia mill were soon in flames, 
which spread still further north tothe Ophir 
hoisting works, destroying them also, which is 
about the limit of destruction in that direction, 
the fire dying out for want of fuel. From Tay- 
lor street, near which the fire originated, it 

SPREAD SOUTHWARD AGAINST THE WIND, 
destroying the branch Bank of Cailfornia and 
Wells-Fargo's express office, and everything else 
in its line. At this point the Gould & Curry 
works were in imminent danger, but were for- 
tunately saved. in short, nearly the entire 
business portion of the town is in ashes. 
Hotels, churches, county buildings, newspaper 
telegraph, and express offices are all swept away. 
Over 10,000 persons are homeless. The wind is 
piercing, and much suffering is ariticipated be- 
fore temporary shelter can be prepared. It is 
impossible at present to conjecture 

THE AMOUNT OF THE Loss. 
The destruction of the mills and boisting works 
above referred to will probably entail a loss of 
$1,000,000 within a radius of a few hundred 
feet. Fortunately the shafts of both the Ophir 
and Consolidated Virginia were bulk-headed, and 
the fire was kept out of the ‘mines. The Ophir 
men say that possibly their loss may be less 
than at first supposed,as the building was of 
light frame, and might burn without de- 
stroying the machinery. The loss of buiidings 
and merchandise in. the city must be very 
great, although covered to a great extent by in- 
surance. It is not known to what extent the 
mills and boisting-works were insured, except in 
the case of the Ophir, where the loss is placed 
at $150,000 to $200,000 ; insured for $60,000 in 
this city. 
THE NEWS 
created the greatest excitement, owing to the 
contradictory nature of private dispatches re- 
ceived. California street was full of wild 
rumors, and the telegraph and newspaper 
offices were besieged with people anxiously seek- 
ing intelligence. As might have been expected, 
stocks at once 
FELT THE EFFECT OF THE DISASTER, 
and when the Board opened by a call of Ophir 
there was a tremendous rush, the stock seiling 
as 3 3856. Consolidated Virginia dropped to 
210, but subsequently rallied. Talk on the street 
‘was very gloomy. At first it was supposed 
that the disaster would entail the necessary 
BLO e of all work on the Bonanza mines, and 
that recently reported breaking of water 
would flood the mines, and general panic and 
depression ensued. This. however, soon gave 
way to better feeling. It was soon ascertained 
that the Gould & Curry works were all right, 
as were also the Savage. This was considered a 
key to the position as far as the stock market 
was concerned, asthe Bonanza can and will be 
worked through the Gould & Curry shaft. 
While the works of the Consolidated Virginia 
are being rebuilt the Savage and Gould & Cur- 
ry pumps are available to free the mines from 
water. also transpired that the new hoisting- 
works on the Consolidated Virginia and Califor- 
pia mines, known as the C. & C. works, were un- 
harmed. Inquiry also brought out the fact that 
THE INSURANCE COMPANIES, 

though many of them suffer heavily, will come 
up manfully, paying all demands. A large por- 
tion of the insurance is with foreign companies, 
well able to bear it, and local companies also 
claim that none will go to the wall. it was given

CONFUSION ANP PANIC. 

San Francisco, Oct. 27—1 a. m.—An addition- 
al Cail special from Virginia says by good 
fortune the wind shifted. and the south end of 
the town was saved, but the fre still 
swept on northwardly. The town presented 
the wildest confusion and panic, The streets 
were blocked with goods and household furni- 
ture. The recent scourge of typhoid fever 
caused the presence of many helpless invalids, 
who were being carried to places of safety 
by friends. The extortionate demands of 
owners of vehicles in one case at least caused a 
murder. A man on B street endeavoring to en- 
gage a teamster, and, unable to comply with his 
demands, in desperation drew a pistol and shot 
the driver dead.

THE UNION PACIFIC CASE. 
Special Dispatch to T’he Chicago 7'ribune, 

Wasurnoron, D. C., Oct. 26.—The Supreme 
Court will take up to-morrow the case of the 
Union Pacifico Railroad vs. the United States, 
appealed by the Attorney-General from the 
Court of Claims, where a unanimous decision 
was made against the Government. The points 
involved are whether the Company is bonund, 
under the act of 1862, as amended in 1864, to 
pay the interest advanced by the Government on 
the second- mortgage bonds until the principal is 
due. about twenty-four years hence, and whether 
the Government can withhold more than one- 
half the amount earned by the Company for 
Government business or not. The Court of 
Claims 
DECIDED BOTH I8SUES AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 
The debt statement of Oct. 1, 1875, show sthat 
in the iast seven years the Government has paid 
out in interest on the bonds issued to the Union 
Pacific $11,884,324, and the Company has re- 
imbursed of this #3,729,159, leaving $8,155,165 
as the cost of the road to the Government since 
its construction, prior to which the cost 
of transportation, etc., on the lie 
of the road was over $7,000,000 per 
annum. The amount which the Company 
will pay to the Government this year under 
their construction of the law is over $600,000. 
Sidney Bartlet, of Boston, and Mr. Stoughton, 
of New York, a for the Company, and At- 
torney-General Pierrepoot for the Government. 
‘he report of the Senvato Judiciary Committee 
in favor of the view of the Government is filed 
by the Company as one of their pleas. Thecase 
will probably last all day, and the decision of 
the Court will probably not be announced for 
some days. 

FIFTY-CENT CURRENCY. 

There is geveral complaint throughout the 
country of the want of currency of the denom- 
ination of 50 cents. None bas been printed for 
more than seven months, and the supply in the 
Treasury and throughout the country is en- 
tirely exhausted. There are on file in the 
Treasury Department orders for nearly a mill- 
ion of this issae of currency, and there is none 
whatever on hand, aud it will be several months 
before the orders can be filled. Whether the 
Department is getting ready for silver resump- 
tion, or whether the fault lies among the en- 
gravers and printers, is not known. 

THE LAND-#HARES, 

The autborities of the General Land-Office 
have fully examined the case of the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company lands in Chicago, as 
affected by the Drummond certificate of Valen- 
tine scrip. Ex-Commissioner Drummond, it will 
be remembered, entered at the Springfield 
Land-Office under ove of the certificates of 
Valentine scrip a tractof land which includes 
the depot grounds of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company. This application has suggested 
some intricate questions in connection with the 
survey of the old Fort Dearborn reservation 
and riparian rights. Tbe Commissioner is now 
prepared to render his decision, but Drummond 
has requested delay that arguments may wed gs 
sented. It is expected that the decision will be 
adverse to the location of the scrip. 

NEWSPAPER POSTAGE. 

Gen. Garfiela, who is now bere, says that the 
law increasing postage on newspapers was 
recommended from the Committee on Appropri- 
ation of the last Congress on an entire misap- 
prehension. It was understood in the Commit- 
tee that the increase of postage applied only to 
merchandise. Garfield, upon the opening of 
Congress, will move the repeal of the law.

We referred two or three days ago to two mis- 
takes which had occurred in the reporting of receipts 
and shipments of produce in this city. The discrep- 
ancy im one case appears to have arisen from a circum- 
stance not fairly chargeable to the railroad official who 
made up the returns. It u due to the gentleman who 
makes up the figures for that road, the C., B. & O., to 
say that bis work is done in «a painstaking, careful 
way, which might with advantage be copied by those 
on some other roads, where a good deal of guessing is 
done, If the plan in use in the office of the O., B. & 
Q. were adopted im all the other railroad offices in this 
city, the returns as aggregated would be much more 
trustworthy than now—though of course there would 
still be the possibility of mistake which attaches to 
everything human. 

Those rules of the Board of Trade for the preven- 
tion, or regulation, of corners, were again discussed 
rather extensively yesterday. 

The leading produce markets were again irregular, 
with rather less doing, though there was no extensive 
change in prices. Thetrading was chiefly for future 
deliveries, and much of t had reference to the fact 
that next Sunday isthe dividing day between two 
months of business, A good deal was done in settle- 
ment of grain contracts, and in providing for 
deliveries within the next six days. The ship- 
ping movement was rather light, except in wheat, 
but would probably have been more active 
were it not that vessels were scarce, The exist- 
ence of arather wide premium on cash property, as 
compared with November, has operated unfavorably 
on shipment for several days past, but that premium 
ia now lessening, and shippers are more willing to take 
hold, provided that the freight conditions suit, A 
vigorous outward movement is much to be desire4. 
Qur stocks of all kinda of grain increased during last 
week, and those of pork are also larger than a week 
ago, though the augment in the latter has not yet been 
reported officially. About 2,000 bris have been received 
here from Milwaukee—believed to be pork that was 
sent there during the recent excitement in our market 
for October. 

There was a reasonably active demand for dry goods, 
and the market had a steady tone. Prices of groceries 
were without change. There was a well-sustained 
movement on local and interior account, at fairly firm 
rates. In the butter and cheese markets the situation 
was the same as on the day before. There was a fair 
amount of sales of foreign dried fruits at fully former 
quotations, Domestie varieties remain dull, wiih 
prices strong. Fish were unobanged, The coal and 
wood markets were destitute of new features, Bagging 
and leather were nomiually unchanged. 

At the lumber-yards business continues active, and 
fencing, small timber, apd short dimension stuff are 
firm, the constant call for these qualitres having near- 
ly drained many yards, so that the dealers are often 
obliged to apply to their neighbors for supplies to fill 
orders. The cargo market was moderately active at re- 
cent prices. Wool was quiet and unchanged, A decline 
in the hower grades of broom-cornis noted, and the 
market is not very strong, though quite active. The 
offerings are hberal, and aremiaily receiving accessions, 
principally of common to medium grades, which com- 
pose the bulk of the crop this season. Hides were 
steady and salable to the usual buyers. In green 
fruits or vegetables there was no noticeable change. 
The former were tolerably steady, under a fair retail 
demand, and the latter dull and easy. Hay was in 
moderate demand and easy, especially prairie, which 
was in liberal supply. Prime timothy seed was strong- 
er, under a good demand and very light offerings, and 
other seeds were steady and quiet except flax. Green 
fruits were unchanged. Poultry was a shade firmer, 
except stale coops, which, however, were not so abund- 
ant as at the close of last week, Game was slow and 
easy.

Nelee Driggs and Ben Boyd, the former the 
most notorious dealer in spurious money that 
the country ever knew, and the latter the most 
expert engraver in the ranke of the koniackers. 
The case. which was under the special supervis- 
ion of Chief Washburn, seems to bave been 
well worked, or, what is more probable, well 
given away. The Secret-Service Chief attend- 
ed to the place of mannfacture at Centralia, 
while an operative of the Secret Service, with two 
men, apprehended Keun Boyd at Fulton, on the 
Mississippi River. The latter was caught at 
work, aud in his room was found a $20 plate, a 
$100 plate, anda 61.000 plate, all unfinished. 
At Centralia the Chief and three operati ves cap- 
tured the press and all the accompany ing mate- 
rial, besides several plates anda large amount of 
bogus money recently printed. In the house 
they found aman named Stadfelt and his wife, 
and the wife of Nelson Driggs. Driggs and his 
partner, Charley Stadfelt, made their escape 
from thé house just previous to the arrival of 
Washburn. and were pursued 8 miles on horse- 
back by Washburn and two men, aod finally 
surrendered in a piece of timber, when they bad 
been shot at many times. Such are the bare 
facts of a capture which is, by all odds, the most 
important made by the Secret Service Depart- 
ment for years, as will be seen by a perusal of 
the following sketches of the career of the crim- 
inals: Both were well known to one or two of 
the St. Louis detectives, and it was in this city 
that Driggs came to grief for the first time in 
his eventful career : 

On the 7th of March, 1861, John Eagan, at 
present doing duty at the Union Depot, was in 
the employ of the Secret Service Department, 
and loo upon asthe most competent man in 
the West. On that day he added to his reputa- 
tion by arresting Driggs at the house of John 
Roe, on the north side of Morgan, between 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth streets. In his pos- 
session was found $285,000 in counterfeit money 
on different State banks, and twenty-one full 
sets of plates, besides press, inks, and bond- 
paper enough to make millions of dollars, were 
found in the house. While Eagan, who was ac- 
companied by Sergt. Frances and Dick Barry, 
had Deas under arrest, his 18-year-old nephew, 
Henry Guthrie, alias Henry G. Henry, entered 
the house, accompanied by a valise, which he 
carried. Both were seized, and inp the valise 
25,000 $1 notes on 6 Cadiz, O., bank, and 8600 
in gold were found. Materials to raise bills 
were also found in a trunkin the house. As a 
result of this haul, no leas than thirty-nine in- 
dictments were found against Driggs, and, being 
allowed to plead guilty on a single count, he was 
sent to the Penitentiary to serve out a ten-year 
term. His nephew, Guthrie, was also convicted 
and sentenced to six years’ imprisonment, but 
before his time had expired Gov. Gamble par- 
doned him ont. 

Soon after Driggs’ release from the Missouri 
pen, he went to Ponieville and sold goods for a 
short time. He then returned to this city, 
hunted up Boyd, andin November, 1571, they 
went to Nauvoo, III., taking up their residence 
at the house of Louis Sletght.. .** Nelee,’’ who 
must now be over 70 years of age, originally 
came from Ohio, where he was in early life a 
well-to-do merchant, controlling almost the en- 
tire trade of five counties, and looked upon as 
highly respectable. He has been lug in 
“‘ coney ” for the last thirty-five years, and serv- 
ed a term in the lilinois Penitentiary, before it 
was removed from Alton, for having n found 
with plates in his -possession. Twenty- 
five or thirty years ago, Driggs was connected 
with Jerry Cowden and Oscar Finch, the noted 
Eastern counterfeiters, and his cronies in the 
West have been such men as Louis Steight, now 
dead, John Frisbie, Pete McCartney, John Vea- 
sey, Charlie Hathaway, Nat Kinsey. Dr. Parker, 
and Lou Dollman, who was shot and killed by 
Chief Harrington, in this city, in 1866. In 1856 
or 1857, Drnggs made his headquarters at 
Metropolis III., near Cairo, having for partners 
Sleight and Frisbie, who subsequently moved to 
Nauvoo, where Frisbie’s brother was killed in 
an altercation on a boat. Driggs was the busi- 
ness, or moneyed, man of the party. Milt, 
alias Doctor Parker, was another of the 
Fanz and be is now serving out a term in the 

taston Pennsylvania Penitentiary, under the 
name of Edwards, having been arrested and 
convicted in Philadelpbia last year. During the 

War, Parker, Frisdie, and Sleight were taken to 
the Old Capitol Prison, and kept there for some 
time. 

Ben boyd, as previously stated, is the engraver 
ofthe country. He was arres at Davenport. 
la., in 1859 or 60, and sent to the Penitentiary 
at Fort Madison. At this time he was engaged 
in engraving plates for Jim Veasey aod Charlie 
Hathaway, who sere in this city, although the 
Hatbaway family lived at Fort Madison. After 
his release from the lowa Penitentiary Boyd 
came to this city avd operated for Sleight and 
Frisbie. He soon after went to Decatar, III., 
and married Allie Ackman, the oldest daughter 
of Mrs. John B. Troat, whose husband has done 
time in the Michigan Penitentiary, for counter- 
feiting of course. Boyd's wife, who was cap- 
tured with ber husband at Fulton oo Thursday 
night, is a sister to Martha Aon Ackman, 
who is the wife of Pete McCartney, the 
great American briber, who believes in paying 
well for liberty when in the custody of men who 
“can be handied.” It was at the time of Me- 
Cartney's arrest by the Sheriff at Mattoon, III., 
in 1805, Col. Wood then being Chief of the 
Secret-Service Department, that Ben got mar- 
ried. McCariney was in Springfield Jail, and 
Boyd acting as a stool-pigeon. He got out, and, 
in afew hours, was Pete's brother-in-law. ‘This 
Ailie Ackman, or Mrs. Boyd, rather, has a his- 
tory. About the time of her marriage, she and 
Ed Pierce were arrested at the Everett House, 
in this city, by Detective Eagan. In a travehng 
basket John found $25,000 in $50, $20, aud #10 
bogus bills, and $5,000 in scrip. Pearce was 
couvicted, aod sent to Jefferson for fifteen 
years, while Hagan turned the womans 
over to C. P. Bradley, head of the 
Secret-Service Department at Chicago. 
Boyd couldu't live without his girl, and 
succeeded iu securing her release by turning 
up ;” that is, placing in the hands of the author- 
ities plates forthe face of ail the bogus bills 
found at the time of ber arrest. Boyd is proba- 
bly as well known by the alias of “Charlie 
Mitchell.” He is undoubtedly the best letterer 
on steel in the country. it was he who engraved 
the $5 Traders’ of Chicago plate, which passed 
foralong time, even amoog bankers, without 
suspicion. Within the last year the name on 
this plate has been changed to the Boston Bank, 
the Canton Bank, and, within the last month, to 
the Aurora Bank, of Aurora, III., large numbers 
of which notes are nowin circulation. Some 
four years ago he cut a $50 Treasury-note plate. 
and he and Driggs flooded North Missouri with 
the counterfeits. It was Boyd, also, who manu- 
factured the 50-cent Lincoln-vignette plate 
which gave the Department so much trouble. 

He learned the trade of an engraver in Cincin- 
nati, u.der Nat Kenzie, who was in the counter- 
feiting business also, and is now in the Pennsyl- 
vania Pevitentiary. Nat it was who cut the ac- 
curate $100 greenback plate in 64. bills from 
wiuch defied detection by the most expert tell- 
ers. During fifteen or twenty ‘years, Boyd bas 
been connected with Doc Gorman, Tom Twitch- 
eil, and, in fact, all the noted counterfeiters. 
He has never been under arrest since his release 
from the Iowa Penitentiary. except in conneoc- 
tion with MeCartoey, at Mattoon, as previously 
referred to; aud five years afterward, when 
Jobn Eagan arrested him at Venice and sent 
him to Springfield, where he again escaped. 

These arrests are looked upon as of the ut- 
most importance, for the reason that, witb 
Boyd's incarceration, the supply of plates will 
be cut off, and Driggs will not be on the out- 
side to negotiate the disposal of coney as 
only he can. Chief Washburn bas accomplished 
wonders since his appointment to the head of 
the Secret Service partment, and these ar- 
rests are the crowning success of his career.

Mr. Landis awaited his 
arrival, and when Carruth came the former 
showed him the slip aod asked if he wrote 
it. Carruth acknowledged that he oid, 
whereupon Mr. Landis drew a revolver ap 
shot him in the back of the head 
while he was trying to escape. Mr. Landis was 
found leaning over the prostrate man, and was 
heard to aay: 1 did it, 1 did it, I did it, for the 
cause of God and humanity.” He was immedi- 
ately arrested and taken to the Bridgeton jail, 
and after a few weeks’ imprisonment was ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of $50,000. Carruth 
laid iu a stupor iu his office for some days, una- 
ble to move or see, but could distinctly hear after 
the first shock. He eventually recovered so that 
he was able to visit his relatives in Clinton, 
Oneida County, N. ., where he recovered 80 
rapidly that he was soon able to walk long dis- 
tances. Mr. Landis, with bis counsel, visited bim 
there and offered to settle with him for $5,000 in 
cash and $80 acres of land. The offer was retused. 
and Carruth soon returned home. dime then 
he has been troubled very much ia regard to bis 

vuniary affairs and the probable condition of 
bie family in case of bis death. He thought se- 
riously at one time of institutupg a civil suit for 
damages, and mutual friends have ever since 
been hard at work endeavoring to bring about a 
settlement. They had so far succeeded that, a 
few days ago, the sum of $12,500 in cash and se- 
curities had been agreed upon, and the papers 
only awaited the signature of Landis, who ipsist- 
ed that Carruth should leave the State before 
the settlement was perfected. Mr. Carruth be- 
gan to fail upon his return home, and was une- 
ble to attend to business, bis mind being con- 
stantly exercised in regard toa settlement. Up 
to within a week or ten days ago it was thought 
that if his mind was relieved of that bur- 
den he would yet recover. At daybreak he 
would anxiously inquire, Can you keep me un- 
til night, so we can fix those papers? aud at 
night he would sar, Lou must keep me tili 
morning, so we can settle that matter.” His 
relatives did not let him know that the settle- 
ment could only be made coptingent upon his 
removal from the State, and he was evidentiy 
lower than his friends thought, although he had 
been confined to his bed for some days past. On 
Saturday afternoon he sank into a stupor, from 
which he was released by death at 3 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Mr. Landis bas been rearrest- 
ed and taken to the County Jail at Bridgeton. 
As Mr. Carruth has died within a year from the 
time he was shot, Mr. Landis is hable to be in- 
dicted according to the laws of this State for 
murder in the first degree. His trial will un- 
doubtedly come off at the January term. Mr. 
Carruth’s body will be brought to New Jersey on 
Tuesday for interment. 

A NEWWJERSEY ELOPEMENT, 
New York Herald, Oct. 28. 

It came to the ears of a Herald reporter yes- 
terday that considerable of a flutter had been 
caused in the upper circles of Elizabeth (N. J.) 
society, in consequence of an elopement which 
took place there recently, A visit to Elizabeth 
and diligent inquiry developed the fact that 
“the lady in the case” was the daughter of a 
church deacon in Union Townsb-p, and one of 
the handsomest women of the county,—tall, 
biack-eyed, blaek-haired, full-formed, 
altogether of most fascivating appear- 
ance. From ber father, the deacon, she 
inherited the snug little fortune of 523.000. 
Five or six years ago she married the nephew of 
one of the most distinguished citizens of Eliza- 
beth—a gentieman who now holds one of the 
bighest Offices in the gift of the municipality. 
Her husband served gallantly in the Federal 
army during the late War, and won by his 
bravery the rank of a Captain. Upon bis mar- 
riage to the fasciv ating daughter of the deacon 
he was the envied of most of the beauty-admir- 
ing males of the town. Two ebildren were the 
result of their marriage. Ere they had long 
lived together, however, it seems a 
marked incompatibility of temperament 
manifested itself between - them. The 
Captain is a man of quiet, retiring hab- 
its, but his wife is fond of gayety, company, 
and fashion. Besides, be was not as wealthy as 
dhe supposed, and, therefore, could not main- 
tain her in the luxury she eoveted. For years, 
however, there was no break between them until 
recently there turned upon the scene an old 
flame of the lady’s,—a dashing beau of hers be- 
fore her marriage, from whose society she had 
been deberred by her discerning parent, the dea- 
con. ‘The upshot of the story is that she eloped 
with him, taking $15,000 with her and ove of the 
children. Every effort has been made to keep 
these facts from the public, but, as is invariabiy 
the case, these efforts have only lent wings to 
the affair. It it proper to add that the deserted 
Captain has the sympathy of all who know of his 
unfortunate domestic trouble.

THE UNION PACIFIC. 

The President of the Union Pacific Railroad 
has issued the following circular regarding the 
funding of the old income bonds into new sink- 
ing bonds: 

On the completion of the funding of the old income 
bonds into new sinking-fund bonds, I felt it my duty, 
as President of the Company, to acquaint you with the 
facts relating thereto. At the same time I expreased 
the opinion that your property was peculiarly valuable, 
and that it was only a question of time when all the 
securities representing it would deservedly rank with 
the best railroad investments in the United States. 
That this opinion was correct has y been proved 
by the advance in the credit of the Company 
and by its increased reyenues. Such was the 
business of the road that the Directors felt justi- 
fied in beginning quarterly dividends of ly per cent 
on the stock in July last. At their meeting in Septem- 
ber the dividend was increased to 2 per cent quarter- 
ly on an exhibit of earnings showing that much more 
had been earned. It is proper that the facts on which 
the Directors acted, in making the dividends on the 
stock 2 per cent quarterly, should be laid before the 
bond and stockholders.

THE GRAND WATEB-MAIN CIRCUIT NEARLY COM- 
PLETED. 

One of the most important public works which the 
City Engineer has pressed to completion the present 
year is that known asthe grand circuit” of large 
water-mains which almost encircies the city and passes 
through one of the most—if not the most—dangerous 
sectione—the great lumber district in the south west- 
ern part of Chicago. Beginning at the Water-Works, 
on Pine street and Chicago avenue, on the North Side, 
a 24-inch main is laid along the first-named street to 
Wabash avenue, thence along that thoroughfare to 
Eighteenth street; themce on that highway to Canal- 
port avenue; thence to Twenty-second street and 

; glong the latter street to Twenty- 

thence to Ashland aven 
where a connection is made with a 36-inch main, au 
the pipes take a northerly course to Harrison street, 
and are there joined to a inch main, and carried 
along Ashlana avenue to Division street; east on 
Division to Crosby; thence to Oak; along Oak to 
Rush, and thence to the Water-Works. The last of the 
pipes on this long circuit are being laid on Ashiand 
avenue, near Harrison street, and the whole work will 
be completed about the ist of next month, The im- 
portance of this great water-circuit can be better 
judged of by tracing the streets above named on the 
city map. As an additional security against fire, and a 
provision for a larger supply of water for general pur- 
poses, it is not to be overestimated,

PLAYING AT INVESTIGATION. 


— — 


Another Grand Jury Visits the Poor“ 
House and Insane Asylum. 


As Usual, It Finds Everything in Com- 
mendable Order. 


Kimberly a Much-Abused Saint. 


Several days ago some of the employes of the 
County Insane - Asylum and Poor-House were be- 
fore the Grand Jury to testify in reference to 
the character of the supplies received at these 
institutions. Their presence was astonishing to 
the jury, to the public, and themselves, for, be- 
fore appearing before that august body, they 
had not the slightest idea of what had 
drawn them thither. They were examined, 
however, in reference to the way in which sup- 
plies were received and disbursed, and as to 
their quality, but the information elicited served 
only to create a further desire in the mind of 
the inquisitors for enlightenment on the subject 
which had so mysteriously come before them, 
They did not understand why the witnesses had 
been summoned, and, in their perplexity and de- 
sire to fathom the situation, innocently agreed to 
make a grand investigation into the condition of the 
two institutions, by which means they hoped to not 
only see, but taste, the notorious 

COUNTY BEANS AND POTATOES, 
to eniff from afar the fragrance of sour bread, musty 
cheese, and stony coffee, and to drink from the depths 
of county gobi@ts such potations as the ingenuity 
of Warden Kimberly might concoct. 

The visit for the investigation was arranged for yes- 
terday, and it would have been difficult to have se- 
lected a more disagreeable day for such an eeable 
job, Those participating m the visit were Philip Con- 
ley, foreman, and Mesers, W PF. Roach, T. M. Halpin, 
Mark Clinton, J. James, John N. Jamison, T. T. Ovi- 
att, O. Nickerson, John Hervert, A. R. Wharton, T. F. 
Condon, C. J. Queen, J, J. Maher. H. A. Smith, J. A, 
Smith, G. J. Fitzgerald, and John Dillon. To the inves- 
tigating party were added Commigsioners Holden 
aud Herting, Architect Egan, members of the city 
press, and the county generously furnished the requi- 
site number of horses, carriages, and drivers, that the 
spirit of investigation might not die for want of prop- 
er encouragement. 

The party left the city about 10:30, and after a long 
battle with the prairie winds reached the scene of their 
labors about 12:15, They were received with open 
hands, and, 

THE VISIT BEING ANTICIPATED, 
the floors had been scrubbed, the paints washed, the 
tables dressed with clean linen, the beds arrayed in 
their best attire, the tins burnished, and the inmates 
of the two institutions had been put upon their good 
behavior, and drilled in answering such questions as 
an investigating body would naturally propound. 
Warden Kimberly appeared glad to see the 
visitors, as also did his agsociates in office. 
They appreciated the fact that the visit was 
farcical, if it was what it was named. yet they speared 
no pains to make it pleasant to all concerned, First 
they were shown through 
THE STORE-ROOM, 

where many empty barrels and boxes greeted their 
vision, which served to convince many that every- 
thing was all right, that the supplies furnished were 
in quantity end quality according to contract, 
etc, J reaching the demijohbn, whatever 

existed of the quality of the 
stores was exploded, and as the numbness created by 
the long ride yielded to the warmth of the room, the 
prejudices against the management gave way to the 
revivifying influences of a few social draughts, From 
the storeroom the investigation was contimed to 
the wards of 


THE INSANE ASYLUM, 
and on all sides everything was found in apple-pie or- 
der. Many of the patients were 
of their dinner at the time, and it 
was an opportune moment for the management, 
and no less so for the innocent minority of “ investi- 
gaiors.” Each inquiring juror found a polite employe 
of the institution by his side to expatiate upon the 
quality of the beans, beef, and bread being devoured, 
and not infrequently a spoonful would be presented to 
a jurors or reporters lips to nail the ar- 
guments so glibly made in favor of the manage- 
ment. An inquiry of patient found a 
ready answer from an employe, and had 
the outrages which are said to be practiced 
daily upon the wards of the county been ten-fold 
what they really are, no one could have bad an op- 
portunity to have gained an idea of their magnitude. 
80 great was the attention shown. Notwithstanding 
this condition, however, 

SOME COMPLAINTS 

were heard from the unfortunates and treasured by a 
few. The principal exception taken to the diet, on 
the part of the prisonere—they can very properly be 
80 called—was especially in the matter of bread, 
They rejoiced at the presence of the visitors, because 
it had brought them an extraordinarily good meal, 
and espe y good bread, For several weeks, those 
whose word could be credited said the bread had 
been unbearable, but they were inclined to excuse this 
on the ground that the flour had been inferior. 
Others, especially in the convalescent warda, com- 
plained of the meats, while in the Poor-House, strange 
to say, a general clamor was heard for a taste of 
the notorious county beans, which they said they had 
not had for the past six weeks, They expressed a 
desire for a sight of the vegetables which they had cul- 
tivated on the farm during the summer, and several 
were heard to remark in substance that their daily 
potato was growing monotonous, 

Several hours were spent in rambling through the 
two institutions, and the further the party went 

THE GREATER APPEARED THE PREPARATION 
for their reception, and as a consequence the greater 
was the pleasure of the · investigators,” and the better 
were they prepared to sing the praises of the manage- 
ment. If anything were needed to heighten and in- 
tensify the good impressions created by the ramble it 
was found at a well-laden dinner table, presided over 
by accomplished waiters, in the course of the tour, 
All ate heartily, especially of the beans, and with full 
stomachs all were fortified in their opinions of the 
competency, economy, and honesty of the contractors 
with the county, and especialiy with the integrity and 
ability of Mr. Kimberly. 

Diner being through with, 

A PRIVATE SEANCE 

was held by the members of the Grand Jury, at which 
Mr. Kimberly was present by invitation. He had been 
invited to receive the thanks of the jury for his hos- 
Pitality. and to present him with resolutions of con- 
fidence and respect, but was incidentally asked a few 
questions bearing on the management of the two in- 
stitutions, His answers were eminently satisfactory 
to most of the jurors, and the resolutions of thanks 
and confidence were kindiy received; he promised 
to place them on record, which, he ssid, would 
forever stand as — refutation of ail 
unkind allusions that might be made in the press 
against him, and especially to vindicate him against 
any charges of collusion with county contractors in the 
reception of supplies for the poor and insane. 

The “ investigators” started for the city about 4 
o'clock, well pleased with their visit, They will report 
in a few days, at least by Saturday, when their office 
expires by limitation. About the nature of their report 
there can be no difference of opinion. The visit hav- 
ing been farcical,and made at the instigation of a 
ring“ of schemers, the report cannot be other than 
farcical, and as near as possible to the entire vindica- 
tion of the management of the two institutions.

‘STONEWALL JACKSON. 


Unveiling of the Statue Dedi- 
cated to His Memory at 
Richmond, Va. 


Address by Gov. Kemper and Oration 
by the Rev. Moses D. Hoge. 


An Analysis of the Character of the Con- 
federate Hero of the Shenandoah, 


A Brief Reference to the Battle Wherein 
the General Gained the Name 
„Stonewall.“ 


Richmond Turns Out En Masse to 
Witness the Interesting Cere- 
monies. 


' Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Ricamonp, Va., Oct. 26.—The Foley bronze 
statue of Stonewall Jackson, presented to the 
State of Virginia by the English admirers of the 
famous and beloved General, was unveiled to- 
day io the presence of a large concourse of peo- 
ple. Asaworkof art the statue bas been se- 
verely criticised, but it is greatly admired here ; 
and the people regard it with particular favor 
both on account of the subject and the spirit of 
the English subscribers to the fund. A general 
report of the proceedings to-day will be furnish- 
ed through the regular channels, and it is only 
necessary in this place to make brief allu- 


sions to 
' HE ADDRESSES. 

Gov. Kemper offered the greeting, and in the 
name of the State bade all welcome to the Capi- 
tal. He said that the tribute to the memory of 
Stonewall Jackson which they had assembled to 
dedicate should be cherished with common 
pride by every citizen of the Republic. It 
should command the respect of the North for 
the valor and the honor of the peopie of whom 
this Christian warrior was a representative type 
and champion. To the people of the South it 
should bring back recollections of his sublime 
simplicity and faith, his knightly tidelity to each 
engagement of autv. Touching upoa delicate 
grounds, the Governor said : 

This tribute stauds forth asa mute protest 
before the world against that rule of tyrants 
which, wanting faith in the instincts of honor, 
would distrust and degrade a brave and proud 
but uofortunate people, which would bid them 
repent, io order to be forgiven, of such deeds 
and achievements as heroes rejoice to perform, 
and such as the admiration of mankind in every 
age has covered with glory. Let the spirit and 
design with which we erect this memorial to- 
day admonish our whole country that the actual 
reconciliation of the States must come, and, so 
far as honorably in us lies, shall come ; but that 
its work will never be complete until the equal 
honor and equa! liberties of each section shall 
be acknowledged, vindicated, and maintained by 
both. We have buried the strifes and passions 
of the past; we now perpetuate impartial honor 
to whom honor is due, and, stooping te resent 
no criticiam, we stand with composure 
and trust ready to greet every token of just 
and constitutional pacification. Then let this 
statue endure, attesting to the world for us and 
our children, honor, bomage, reverence for the 
heroism of our past, and at the same time the 
kuigutliest fidelity to our obligations of the 
present and the future. 

The Governor then introduced 

THE ORATOR OF THE DAY. 

the Rev. Moses D. Hoge. In beginning his ad- 
dress the speaker apologized for offering any 
remarks on such an occasion,—the theme was 
so much greater than his capacity to treat it. 
Referring then to the Revolutionary fathers 
and their illustrious services, he said the State 
of Virginia had ever delighted to honor them 
Within sight of the speaker was a noble Pan- 
theon, in which their figures stood conspicuous. 
With this new monument began a new era, and 
the founding cf a new Pantheon which shall 
serve to perpetuate the memories of heroes of a 
later date. The people had gathered to bonor 
the memory of one who was the im- 
mortal personation of the Confederate cause, 
and whose genius illumined the great contest. 
which bas recently ended, which made ao epoch 
not only in our own history, but in that of the 
age. The people of the South assert no monop- 
oly in the glory of that leader. It was his hap- 
py lot to command, even while he lived, the re- 
spect and admiration of right-minded and right- 
hearted men in every part of this and in all 
lands. It is now his rare distinction to receive 
the bomage of those who most differed with 
him on the questions which lately rent this Re- 
public in twain from ocean to ocean. 

It was a singular and striking illustration of 
the world-wide appreciation of his character, 
that the first statue of Jackson comes from 
abroad, and that while the monument to our 
own Washington and the effigies of those who 
surround him were erected by order of the Com- 
monwealth, this memorial is the tribute of the 
admiration and love of those who never saw his 
face, and who were boand to him by no ties 
save those which a common sympathy for ex- 
alted worth establishes between the souls of 
magnanimous and heroic men. 

The orator continued in 

AN ANALYSIS OF THE CHARACTER OF JACKSON 

at some length. He found an explanation of 
the regard in which Jackson is held: (1) in the 
fact that he was the incarnation of those heroic 
qualities which fit their possessor to lead and 
command men; (2) in the greatness which 
comes without being sought for its own sake 
the unconscious greainess which results from 
self-sacrifice and supreme devotion to duty ; 
(3) in the sincerity, the purity, the elevation of 
his character as a servant of the Most High God. 
His piety heightened every virtue, gave direc- 
tion and force to every blow he struck for that 
cause, and true consecration to the sacrifice 
when he laid down his life on the altar of his 
country’s liberties. 

The oration was long and eloquent. It was 
regarded throughout as a magnificent effort. No 
portion of it, pechaps, will be more interesting 
to Northern readers than the quotation from the 
biography of Jackson, recounting his share in 
tbat memorable battle which sou for him 

THE NAME OF ‘‘ STONEWALL” : 

The day after the first battle of Manassas. 
and before the history of that victory bad 
reached Lexington in authentic form, rumors 
277797 auy accurate account of that event 

ad gathered a crowd around the Post-Office in 
Richmond, awaiting with intensest interest the 
opening of the mail. In its distribution 
the firat letter was handed to the Rev. 
Dr. White. it was from Gen. Jack- 
son. Recognizing at a glance the well-known 
superscription, the Doctor exclaimed to those 
around him: Now we shall know all the 
facts.” This was the bulletin: 

Mx Dran Pasron: In my tent last night, 
after a fatiguing day’s service, I remembered 
that I had failed to send you my contribution 
for our colored Sunday-school. Inclosed you 
will find my check for that object, which please 
acknowledge at your earliest convenience, and 
oblige yours faithfully, 

Tuomas J. Jackson.” 

Not a word about the conflict which had elec- 
trified a nation. Not an allusion to the splendid 
part he had taken in it; not a reference to him- 
self, beyond the fact that it had been to 
him a § fatiguing days service. And 
yet that was the day ever memor- 
able in his history—memorable ino all 
history, when be received the name which 
is destined to supplant the name huis parents 
gu ve, — Stonewall Jackson.” When his brigade 
of 2,600 men had for hours withstood the iron 
tempest which broke upon it, without causing a 
waver in its line, and when, on his right, the 
forces under the command of the gallant Gen. 
Bee had been overwhelmed in the rush of resist- 
less numbers, then was it that the event oc- 
carred which cannot be more graphically 
described than in the burning words of bis 
biographer: It was then that Bee rode up to 
Jeckson, and, with despairing bitterness, ex- 
claimed, ‘General, ther are beating us 

k. Tben,“ said Jackson, calm and 
‘we will give them the bayonet.’ 

Bee seemed to catch the 2 of 
his determined will, and, galloping k to the 
broken fragments of bis overtaxed command, 
exclaimed, ‘There is Jackson standing like a 
stone-wall! Rally behind the Virginians.’ At 
this trumpet call, a few score of his men re- 
formed their ranks. Placing himeelf at the 
head, he the dense mass of the enemy, 
and in a moment fell dead, with his face te the 
foe. From that time Jackson's was known as 
the Stonewal Brigade,’ a name henceforth im- 
mortal, and belonging to all the ages, for the 
christening wes in the blood of its au- 
thor ; and that 1 of brave hearts was on 
every battlefield a steadfast bulwark of their 


country.”

As it passed the Central Presbyterian rooms, at 
the upper windows of which sat Mrs. Stonewall 
Jackson, her daughter, and friends, the en- 
thusiasm was unbounded. Members of her bus- 
band’s staff paid her a touching tribute, halting 
in Seba aod, with uncovered heads, silently 
paying their respects. ‘ 

Gov. Kemper made the introductory address, 
in which be spoke in the most feeling terms of 
the occasion, and in eu! of Jackson. 

The Rev. Dr. M. D. Hoge was the orator of 
the day, and in his address alluded to the con- 
dition of the country, aud said that a soldier s 
parole was a sacred thing, and the followers and 
comrades of Stonewall Jackson wouid be true 
to their parole and to the union of these Ameri- 
can States, but at the same time that Umon can 
only command their hearts’ love when it returns 
to those great fundamental principles of the 
Constitution which give to ail of the States 
equal rights with Massachusetts and New York. 

At the close of the oration the statue was un- 
veiled, amid the cheers of the multitude, the fir- 
ing of musketry, amd booming of cannon. Gen. 
Jackson's only child, a little girl of 13, was in- 
troduced to the crowd, and received with loud 
continued cheers. 

The city to-night is brilliantiy illuminated, 
and there is a beautiful display of fireworks on 
the Capitol square.

A MAN AND HIS WIFE BURNED TO DEATH. 

New HAvrx. Conn., Oct. 23.—At about mid- 
night last night a fire broke out in the dwelling 
of Mrs. Susan Bradley, in the Town of Che- 
shire, on the New Haven & Northampton Rail- 
road, distance 15 miles from thiscity. Six per- 
sons were in the house at the time, among them 
Dr. Chamberlain, a practicing physician; Wil- 
iam J. Bento, a harness-maker, with a shop in 
the building; Hattie Baker, a young lady; Mrs. 
Bradley, already named; and Mr. and Mrs. 


Peter Murray, the latter a daughter of Mrs. 
Bradley, and lmely married. Mrs. Brad- 


ley, happening to be awake, was first to dis- 


cover the fire. She gave an alarm to such of the 
inmates as it was possible in her haste to reach 
and shouted in the street for assistance. Mean- 
time Dr. Chamberlain had arisen, and proceeded 
to do every possible thing to quench the flames, 
which were now spreading throughout the build- 
ing. The bell on the village academy was rung, 
and the gong at Monson’s Hotel was sounded. 
A mpt response by the people was the re- 
sult, but, owing to the absence of fire-engine ap- 
paratus, these could do little more than gaze at 
the devouring element, powerless to restrain its 
progress, During the effort made to procure as- 
sistance, no one had thought to arouse Mr. and 
Mrs. Marray, who occupied an inner apartment 
on the second floor of the building, and as the 
flames flashed from one part of the building 
to another, it became apparent that their fate 


was sealed, aud that they would be burved alive. | 


An agonized mother and intimate friends were 
subjected to the horrible yet only alternatwy of 
gazing at the fire fiend which was destroying 
those they loved so well. The building was en- 
tirely consumed, with all its contents. The 
remains of Mr. and Mrs. Murray were taken 
from 3 debris this morning at 7 
o'clock, They were literally charred to a crisp 
and presented a horrible appearance to the be- 
holder. Something of the intense sorrow of the 
friends of deceased is taken away by the as- 
surance of those who profess to know that the 
unfortuoate sleepers were not at any time con- 
scious of their danger, but were overcome and 
fully suffocated by the heat and smoke before 
the flames actually reached them.
